club sides. 

McColl played 20 
times for Australia and 
scored 19 goals, and 
in full internationals he 
played nine times for 
eight goals. 

Always a cheerful 
personality, he was 
the life of any party 
and was immensely 
popular with his con- 
temporaries.

Trimmers topples Croatia

SOUTH Melbourne Hellas answered all its critics who had been’ out in 
force following a loss to Marconi last week with an emphatic 3-0 win 


over Melbourne Croatia at Somers Street yesterday. 


Hellas came to a 
ground where the home 
side had not been con- 
quered all season long 
and proceeded to carve 
Melbourne Croatia to 
pieces with a devastat- 
ing display. 

Croatia had no 
answer to the midfield 
domination of Paul 
Wade, Mike Petersen 
and Peter Tsolakis and 
that trio, in turn, pro- 
vided just the ammuni- 
tion needed to fire Paul 
Trimboli to far and 
away his best game of 
the season. 

Trimmers showed all 
his guile and uncanny 
skill of old to confound 
the Melbourne Croatia 
defence. 

Trimboli scored 
twice, set up a third and 
might have scored three 
more in a scintillating 
display. 

Melbourne Croatia 
supporters could be ex- 
cused for their criticisms 
of match referee 
Richard Lorenc who 
proceeded to hand out 
eight yellow cards and 
one red card in a match 
which was hardly ill- 
tempered or spiteful. 

In the end, the book-

Federation with an aim to be Australia’s sole 


player agent abroad. 


Krncevic, 30, met 
with Australian Soccer 
Federation president 
John Constantine and 
said initial discussion 
had been “‘very posi- 
tive”. 

Krncevic’s European 
manager will fly to Aus- 
tralia for further talks 
with the hope of signing 
an official agreement. 

At a time when 
rumours of European 
talent scouts combing 
the NSL during the 
Northern winter break 
are rife, Krncevic said 
employing his services 
would better protect 
Australian players and 
the local game as well. 

“A lot of Australian 
players going overseas 
get ripped off, and I was 
one of them,” he said. 

“Tf I were the only 
person the clubs could 
deal through when en- 
quiring about Austra- 
lian players I could 
make sure the same 
thing did not happen to 
them as did to me. 

“There is a lot of 
good talent here and

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Knee injuries take their toll

sixth round last sea- 
son Marconi’s Zlatko 


Nastevski, Sun- 
shine’s Ossie Latif 
and Apia’s Rod 


Brown had netted a 
tidy 14 goals be- 
tween them. 

By Round 10 of the 
first NSL summer sea- 
son that total had 
reached 24 and at the 
end of Round 13 the 
talented trio had total- 


led 26 all-up. 

That was where the 
goalscoring party 
ended. 


None of the three 
played again in 1989/90. 

All three were struck 
down by probably the 
most feared of football- 
ing injuries, the knee 
injury. 

For all three it meant 
anything up to a year or 
more out of football. 

Last season was a 
horrific one for injuries 
in the NSL with some 25 
seasoned players miss- 
ing considerable chunks 
of the campaign through 
injury. 

But Latif, cruelly

relegation struggle. 

Of all the ‘regulation’ 
footballing injuries of 
any code the knee in- 
jury car be the most de- 
vastating. 

Anterior cruciate liga- 
ment damage which re- 
quires a knee recon- 
struction could once put 
a player out of action 
for good and all time. 

These days it still 
means a lengthly spell 
out of action. 

Nastevski has only re- 
cently started a return 
to first team action, as 
has Brown, whilst Latif 
still hasn’t reappeared 
at senior NSL level. 

According to experi- 
enced Melbourne sports 
physiotherapist Bruce 
Connor the knee is one 
of the most vulnerable 
parts of a footballer’s 
body. 

Connor, who has tre- 
ated -more sports in- 
juries than he cares to 
recall over the years in 
private practice, has 
treated a number of 
knee ‘victims’ in recent 
times. 


As physio for the 
Essendon AFL (Aussie 
tules) club, he has been 
involved in the treat- 
ment of such well- 
known players as Paul 
Salmon, Mark Thomp- 
son, Tim Watson and 
Neil Daniher. 

“An anterior cruciate 
ligament (ACL) injury is 
significant in that its 
rupture and inevitable 
reconstruction virtually 
means a minimum of 12

“The physical re- 
habilitation from the re- 
construction means pain 
for the player involved. 

“Physical, mental and 
emotional pain.”

According to one of 
Melbourne’s most ex- 
perienced sports phy- 
siotherapists, this is the 
story of why a knee in- 
jury is the most dreaded 
footballing injury: 

The ACL is essential- 
ly a cordlike ligament 
running inside the knee 
joint completely inde- 
pendent of any other 
structures. 

As with other joint 
ligaments it serves to 
stabilise the joint, its 
position being to limit 
excessive frontwards 
glide of the shinbone 
(tibia) and, more impor- 
tantly, rotation or twist- 
ing of the same bone. 

It stabilises the knee 
joint during sudden 
changes of direction 
and, if ruptured, that di- 
rection change stability 
is lost and the player is 
unable to perform ‘cut- 
ting’ activities without 
the sensation of the 
knee ‘biving way’. 

Most other joint liga- 
ments are in intimate 
contact with surroun- 
ding structures whilst 
the ACL cord is not and 
once the ruptured ends 
are separated no 
amount of immobilisa- 
tion will allow them to 
Te-attach. 


Thus the need for 
surgery. 

At present the prefer- 
ted technique is the 
patella tendon graft. 

This involves a strip 
of bone and tendon 
being peeled off the 
front of the kneecap 
down to its attaachent at 
the top of the tibia, then 
being threaded back 
through the joint and 
out through a hole dril- 
led in the outside of the 
femur, where it is 
secured. 

“In time the bone from 
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the front of the patella 
grafts into the hole and 
the remaining patella 
tendon replicates the 
function of the ACL. 

In time terms the’ 
problem with the proce- 
dure is that the graft in- 
itially loses strength due 
to the cutting of its 
blood supply with its re- 
moval from the patella 
and it is not until the 
graft ‘takes’ and the 
blood supply is estab- 
lished that the strength 
is regained. 

This takes upwards of 
12 months and the re- 
hab. program is limited 
by what forces the graft 
can withstand as it 
strengthens. 

The rehab. program- 
me basically involves 
the following: 


WEEKS 1 T0 6 

The knee is gradually 
mobilised, aiming to 
achieve movement from 
full strenghtening to 90 
degree bend. A painful 
period as the acute post- 
Operative symptoms 
must be endured. Dur- 
ing this time a limited 
Tange of motion brace is 
worn constantly. 
WEEKS 6 TO 12 

Bike riding and swim- 
ming are introduced and 
excercises, particularly 
for the hamstrings, are 
programmed. Once full 
controlled locking of the 
knee is attained, the 
brace is no longer neces- 
sary. 

WEEKS 12 TO 20 

This period allows 
only for knee-kicking 
along with swimming 
and jog/walking as 
range of movement and 
knee swelling allows. 
WEEKS 20 TO 36 

Exercises progresses 
to the commencement 
of solo sports such as 
squash or basketball, on 
court by yourself. 

WEEK 36 TO 52 

A full range of 
strengthening program- 
mes for all muscle 
groups are instituted 
and functional twisting 
and turning activities 
are gradually intro- 
duced. 

52 WEEKS ON 

The knee should be 
ready for action again. 

The rehabilitation 
does not end there 
however, as probably 
the biggest hurdle to 
jump is the psychologi- 
cal one when the field is 
finally taken again. 

All of a sudden a 
knee which has had so 
much attention focused 
on it must be ignored. 

It must be jumped 
off, twisted on, bumped 
and kicked with as the 
player’s physical rehab. 
ends and his football re- 
hab. begins. 

There can be no time 
level put on this. 

It cannot be quanti- 
fied. 

It must be experi- 
enced and overcome,

The recent record in 
the Brazilian national 
championship is best 
left unmentioned and 
last year only Curitiba’s 
suspension saved Santos 
from the relegation 
play-off. 

Most Brazilians 
would struggle to name 
more than one or two 
members of the present 
team. 

Current president 
Antonio Aguiar Filho is 
desperately trying to im- 
prove matters and re- 
store at least some for- 
mer glory, but with 
money so scarce, he 
realises: that it will be a 
long slow process, test- 
ing the patience of the 
club’s supporters. 

Unlike the man he 
succeeded, Miguel 
Assad, who attempted a 
series of audacious 
marketing plans to bring 
in funds — none ever 
came off — Aguiar is 
concentrating on some- 
thing most of his prede- 
cessors seemed to forget 
about: the team. 


Interested 


“Santos was one of 
the world’s strongest 
teams but in the last de- 
cade declined because 
of bad administration,” 
he Says. 

“The people who 
were running Santos 
were doing it with the 
objective of making a 
name for themselves. 
They were interested 
in the presidency to put 
themselves in the lime- 
light and give them- 
selves political prestige, 
but in doing so they for- 
got about the club. 

“My administration 
is aimed at concentrat- 
ing on the players and 
creating a team strong 
enough to regain the 
prestige that the club 
once had. 


“Santos have every- 
thing to become a great 
club again. It’s just a 
question of time and an 
administration that is in- 
terested in achieving 
this.” 


When Aguiar took 
over, the situation had 
hit bottom. “The club 
were in a very difficult 
financial position with 
debts to pay,” he 
recalls. 

“We were short of 
players, we were even 
without shirts to be able 
to participate in the 


Opening stage of the 
1990 Sao Paulo 
championship.” 

Since then, things 
have slowly been getting 
better. The debts have 
been paid, the club now 
have “some money in 
the till” and five new 
signings have been 
made. 

“We did this with 
donations from some of 
the directors and a lot- 
tery which is held at the 
stadium once a 
month,” says Aguiar. 

He now aims to con- 
tinue improving the 
team, mainly by bring- 
ing in players from the 
youth divisions in which 
the club have begun in- 
vesting more heavily. 

“There are a lot of 
good players coming up. 
In the past, because of 
financial difficulties 
Santos used to let play- 
ers go elsewhere when 
they reached 18 or 19. 
Now we are holding on 
to them and we hope 
they will be the salva- 
tion of the club.” 


Aguiar also intends to 
keep bringing in players 
from outside to add 
some experience. “We 
still can’t make any big 
signings, but we can 
make intelligent sign- 
ings.” 

He hopes the team 
will be able to make a 


’ serious bid for both the 


Sao Paulo and Brazilian 
championships next 
year “though we might 
have to wait until 
1992.” 

Aguiar already has 
shown that he is patient, 
especially by the stan- 
dards of most Brazilian 
directors. Manager 


serving managers. 

The supporters, how- 
ever, are not willing to 
wait. “They want the 
team to be as good as 
the one we had in the 
1960s, and want im- 
mediate results,” Agu- 
iar says. 

He adds that the club 
also intend to build a 
sports complex in the 
city centre and launch a 
campaign to attract 
members, adding to the 
revenue. 

The sports complex 
idea was one of several 
ideas tried by former 
president Assad in his 
attempts to make the 
club financially viable. 

He brought Socrates 
to Santos at the end of 
1988, after “the doc- 
tor” had spent a year 
out of the game. 

Socrates was sup- 
posed to act as a leader 
on the pitch and be used 
in an advertising cam- 
paign to sell shares in 
the complex. Neither 
plan came to fruition.

Pepe, who joined the 
club after an unfortun- 
ate stint in charge of the 
Peruvian national team, 
has been at the club for 
more than a year, which 
is an eternity in Brazil 
— he is already one of

He left after a few 
months, having failed to.

wave was to auction the 
No 10 shirt.

He planned to 
arrange a friendly 
against a top European 
side in which Pele would 
appear for Santos wear- 
ing “his” number. 

At the end of the 
match the shirt would 
be auctioned off and 
from then on Santos 
would cease to have a 
number 10 in the side — 
they would be num- 
bered 1-9 then 11 and 
20. 

The idea was ex- 
pected to raise $7.5 mil- 
lion, but never got off 
the ground. 

Assad also tried to 
persuade Luciano do 


Valle, the commenta-, 


tor/businessman/foot- 
ball manager, who runs 
the Brazil veterans’ side 
and organises the Copa 
Pele, to form a team of 
star veterans to play ex- 
hibition matches abroad 
using the Santos name, 
but this too failed. 

Money, of course, 
never used to be a 
problem. 

During the halycon 
days of Pele, Coutinho 
and Zito, the dollars 
flowed in as the team 
travelled round the 
world playing exhibition 
after exhibition for up 
to $US40,000 a time. 

Santos in their heyday 
were a team Europeans 
would pay dearly to see. 

The club, founded in 
1912, made little impact 
in the early years, win- 
ning only the Paulista 
championship in 1935. 
But in the mid-1950s, 
with Pele, the situation 
changed dramatically. 

Between 1955 and 
1965 Santos won the 
Paulista championship 
seven times, the old 
Rio-Sao Paulo Cup 
three, the Brazil Cup 
five (in successive years), 
the Libertadores Cup 
twice and the World 
Club championship 
twice. 

Many of the score- 
lines read like fiction, 
with Santos often hitting 
the net eight or nine 
times in a game. 

Even championship 
finals provided goal 
festivals, In the 1962 
World Club Champion- 
ship final, Santos beat 
Befica 3-2 at home be- 
fore achieving a stun- 
ning 5-2 win in Lisbon, 
having at one stage led 
5-0. 

The next year they 
lost 2-0 away to AC 
Milan before winning 


the return 4-2 even 
without Pele and Zito. 
Santos then went on to 
clinch the trophy in a 
replay. 

Performances like 
this put the club in enor- 
mous demand abroad 
and the players were 
subjected to long and 
exhausting tours, often 
having to play in diffe- 
Tent cities on successive 
days. 

The revenues were 
enormous but even at 
this stage the money 
was being thrown away 
almost as quickly as it 
rolled in. 

“If Santos had taken 


advantage of their 
opportunities, they 
would today be the big- 
gest club in Brazil, but 
all they have left are the 
memories of the glories 
and the crises,” Assad 
commented. 

There were numerous 
stories of scandals and 
money thrown down the 
drain. The most famous 
— or infamous — in- 
volved the purchase of 
the Parque Balneario 
Hotel, most famous in 
the city, in 1965. 

The directors bought 
it with the intention of 
turning it into a casino, 
even though gambling 
was illegal, with the 
money to be paid over 
five years. 

But gambling was not 
legalised, as had been 


expected, there were re- | 


ports of scandalous par- 
ties being held during 
which the contents of 
the building disap- 
peared, and eventually 
the club, unable to keep 
up with the payments, 
lost everything that had 
been invested. 

Today the site is occu- 
pied by a shopping cen- 
tre and hotel together 
worth $30 million. 

Much of the money 
earned on the lucrative 
tours never got back to 
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Brazil. 

Usually the directors 
would invite everyone 
and-his dog, with the 
vast delegations staying 
in five-star hotels‘ and 
frequenting luxury re- 
staurants, night clubs 
and casinos.

In 1972, the football 
club was the scene of 
the biggest robbery ev- 
er registered in the 
city. 

After a derby game 
against Corinthians 
three directors returned 
to Vila Belmiro and de- 
posited Santos’ revenue 
in a safe hidden in the 
changing rooms. Next 
morning, when they re- 
turned, the money had 
gone. 

The safe was intact, 
no doors had been 
broken down, the villain 
obviously knew Vila 
Belmiro like the back of 
his hand and had keys. 

The press described it 
as “a perfect crime.” 


By the early 1980s the 
golden era had finished 
and Santos could no 
longer survive on re- 
“venue, needing huge in- 
jections of money from 
presidents with deep 
pockets to stop bank- 
tuptey. 

The situation reached 
a low point in March 
last year when a maga- 
zine reported that 
following the financial 
failure of a tour to 
Chile, the Santos de- 
legation did not have 
money to cover their

hotel expenses in San- 
tiago and left without 
paying. 

The current Santos 
team contains five play- 
ers who have come up 
through the club’s youth 
divisions — left-back 
Flavinho, central defen- 
der Camilo, midfielders 
Cesar Sampaio and 
Axel, and winger Sergio 
Manoel, 

Cesar Sampaio is one 
of the brightest pros- 
pects. 

There was specula- 
tion last year he would 
be transferred to 
Europe but the move 
did not materialise. 


His form in the Brazi- 
lian championship 
earned him a call-up 
from Falcao for Brazil’s 
trip to Milan for Pele’s 
50th birthday celebra- 
tion. 

The current team 
have only one real idol 
— and perhaps it is a 
reflection of the club’s 
state that he is the 
goalkeeper, Sergio. 

His acrobatic saves 
have rescued his team 
on numerous occasions 
and he earned his first 
full cap against Chile in 
October. 

One other Santos 
player is also well 
known abroad — cen- 
tre-forward Serginho, 
who played for Brazil in 
the 1982 World Cup. In 
recent months, howev- 
er, Serginho has been 
making headlines for 
the wrong reasons. 

He was banned for 
150 matches after his 
part in a brawl during a 
Sao Paulo-Santos match 
in April, was allowed 
back earlier, and four 
days after making his 
comeback he was sent 
off. 

Sadly, that was typi- 
cal of his club’s decline.

Beckenbauer had said 
repeatedly in the last 
few days that he was 
prepared to leave the 
club if certain unspeci- 
fied problems were not 
sorted out with Tapie. 

“I made a mistake,” 
Tapie said. “I think I 
have now corrected it. 
The mistake was to be- 
lieve you can turn a 
national team selector 
for Germany into a 
trainer with a French 
club side. It doesn’t 
work like that. 

“Tf we had allowd 
time, at the end of one 
and a half to two years, 
he would have suc- 
ceeded, of course. The 
talent is there. But we 
didn’t allow time, my- 
self in particular. 


“The tact is that 
when you don’t speak 
the language at all and 
when you are learning a 
new kind of football and 
when you arrive in mid- 
season, you need some- 
one else on the technical 
staff. I have accepted 
that we found 
Goethals together.” 

Tapie, who has unbri- 
died ambitions to see 
Marseille become the 
first French winners of 
the European Cup, said 
he was not unhappy 
with Beckenbauer. 

“He’s not doing bad. 
We're top of the league 
by four points and 
qualified for the Euro- 
pean Cup quarter-fi- 
nals,” he added. 

Beckenbauer has 
been under fire in the 
French media for the 
erratic form of his ex- 
pensively assembled 
side. They have lost five 
of the 14 matches under 
his command and were 
humbled 4-0 last month 
by championship rivals 
Auxerre, a small town 
team with a shoestring 
budget. 

Beckenbauer de- 
clined to comment after 
the talks, telling repor- 
ters simply: “I stay, I 
stay.”

Bayern Munich coach Uli Hoeness has denied — 
reports that strikers Alan MclInally and Rad-— 
milo Mihalovic are to be put up for sale. 

Peter Schmeichel has been voted Danish Player 
of the Year. Schmeichel is Denmark’s natio- 
nal team goalkeeper. 

Top international referee, Michel Vautrot, of 
France, has retired from international com-— 
petition. His last game was the UEFA Cup 
game in Belgrade between Partizan and Inter 
Milan (1-1). 

Red Star Belgrade have signed one of Yugosla- 
via’s greatest young talents, 19-year-old strik- 
er Sinisa Mihajlovic, from Vojvodina. Red 
Star pinched him from under the very noses of © 
their Belgrade rivals, Partizan, by paying a 
record Yugoslav transfer fee of $650,000. 

Inter Milan’s star German fullback Andreas 
Brehme has a pulled hamstring and is out of 
action until mid-January. 

Barcelona players have demanded a smoke- 
free environment at their post-match press 
conferences — a strange ultimatum, to say the 
least, since their coach, Johan Cruyff, is a 
chain smoker. 

Former Belgian international defender Philippe 
Desmet has been transferred from Kortrijk to 
Charleroi.
